Suppose this old world now, gate through allAhe centuries of the past, 
had not had men, and women, too, who “lived a long way off,” and who, ac- 
cording to the standard set up in the aforementioned letter, were “silly,” 
what would be’'the state of mankind today? This false prophet himself 
would not even be able to read and write and add up figures. .He would siot 
have books to read, assuming Ke takes time’ from his money-mad race to read; 
he would .have no pictures to enjoy; if in his “getting after the dollar” his 

‘health broke down he would not have available for his relief the wonderful 
discoveries of a Pasteur, a Curle, or any of the achievements of medical 
science.

The man or woman who merely goes on from ycars to year acquiring more 
and more knowledge is just as big a failure as the person who devotes all 
me and energy in “going after the dollar.” Sych persons are “silly” and 
lose sight.of the real object and: meaning of human existence. ‘ 

The real thing in lite is “Service.” Service to the state; service to one’s 
fellow beings; service to the world so that when the time comes to leave it, 
the world is richer and better because one has lived in and for it. 

The rewards of such a life of service are more tangible, more lasting, 
and in every way more satisfying than merely going after and accumulating 

_ dollars. However, as one paper in commenting on the letter referred to very 


truthfully says, the painful part is that the man who wrote it will never 
understand.

Ottawa.—As s00n as Parliament 'as- 
séembles all the papers in connection 
with the Imperial conference will be 
tabled by the Prime Minister and -will 
furnish the oecasion for a fu)l discus- 
sion on the conference, its delibera- 
tions and the attitude taken by the 
Canadian delegation, 

From the viewpoint of the Govern- 
ment, the outstanding thing about 
the conference is that its conclusions 
are completely in consonance with the 
policies advocated by the Liberal party 
in affirming the sovereign supremacy 
of parliament.”

most lovely melody mortal ever heard floated through my half awakened conscious- 
hess and I awoke with, tears of’ joy running from my eyes. “Oh, it’s only the waits

after all,” I said to myself, as the distant notes of a cornet came to my ears. So 
it was.

Now the term “ 
a corruption of ‘‘Wayghts,” the old name of the hautboy and transferred from this

They ate in the hall with the minstrels, had 
a livery, were allowed plenty of food, candles, ale, bedding, with several other things, 
and in addition attended a knight.on.his being invested with the order of the Bath, 
their wage for so doing being the knight’s “watch” clothing. 

Though the term ‘‘waits” has been traced to the hautboy, there is an analogy 
between the words “‘waits” ang“waith,” the latter meaning wanderer, and referring 
more particularly to the wandering minstrels of Scotland who were, like of those 

-of Westminster, under municipal control. The City looked after them and gave 
them a livery at its own expense. A remnant of this custom still remains, so it is 
said, for a sort of diploma is granted by the magistrate to certain respectable blind 
men called waits who wander through the streets some two or three weeks before 
New Year's Day, for Christmas is not of much account in Scotland. 
‘These wandering minstrels play the violin and beautifully render the old Scot. 
tish melodies which the silence of the night rendets most tender and more effective, 
_ , Once on a time when a man was made free of the City of Alnwick he was met 
by a company of women dressed out in ribbons, bells, garlands of gum flowers and 


women bore the name of ‘timber waits,” timber being a corruption of ‘“‘timbrel,”— 
timbrel or tambourine players, ‘ 
At one time in Old London the waits had a certain official standing in the cities

of London and Westminster; the post could be purchased in London, but in West- 
minster it was under the control of the High Constable and court. of Burgesses. 
Purchasing is done away with and everything of an official nature, anyone can: be 
a wait and play upon any instrument he may fancy, and rely-upon a generous public 
for his remuneration, 

As the waits generally play diting the night when all good citizens are in bed, . 
or should be, one hardly knows what they look like, but I was coming home late 
on once occasion, a very bitter night it was near Christmas, and I saw a little band 
of three of these ancient performers. The one who made my dream so beautiful 
could not possibly have looked like these three who were standing under the pro- 
tection of a friendly wall. They were dressed in heavy, but oh! such shabby great 
coats, mufflers were round their throats, caps with ear lappets were on their heads, 
their instruments, an ophicleide, trombone, and clarinet were covered with green 
baize, to keep them warm I suppose, and the notes from freezing, while at every 
chance the ophicleide man beat his freezing breast with a hand as cold. Whatever 
they got for their services was. well earned, every cent of it. 

When Washington Irving visited England. he was entertained at a country 
mansion which he called Bracebridge Hall, and this is what he has to say of the 
waits, After a jovial supper which does one’s heart good to read of he retired to 


* rest:—‘‘I had scarce got into bed when strains of music seemed to break forth on the 


air just below the window. I listened and found it proceeded from a band, which 
I concluded to be the waits from some neighboring village. They went round the
